In the title, pursuant to MPEP § 606.01 , the title has been changed as follows: 
....CATHODE RAY TUBE INCLUDING AN ELECTRON GUN WITH SPECIFIC 

MAIN LENS SECTION -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a CRT comprising all the 
claimed limitations of claim 1 and 11, particularly comprising the main lens section 
including an electric field lens acting commonly on the electron beams on a focus region 
side of the main lens section, which is formed by the focus electrode and at least one 
intermediate electrode and a plurality of lenses acting respectively on the electron 
beams on a divergence region side of the main lens section, which is formed by at least 
one intermediate electrode and the anode. 

Claims 2-10, and 12-14 are allowed for being dependent on allowed base claims.
